there were some 6,000 regulars, tha real true friends of In 
Fact, who year after year sent in ona or more naw sub¬ 
scriptions. 

But that la not enough. Although I know vary wall that 
our I76£0a.circulation peak during our beat time, and even 
tha 79,000 of January, I960, are (with tha exception of the 
pro-Naaia, tha native fascists and contemptible Individuals 
who subscribe looking for items on which to attack ua) tha 
moat enlightened and moat liberal element in the United 
States, all 1 can aay is that aran tha vast majority of thla 
stratum ia too apathetic. 

No Indignation, No Protest 

“Franca fell/' wrote Romaln Holland, “because there was 
corruption without Indignation.” “Never tire of protesting,” 
he wrote on another occasion. But few beaded him. Franca, 
tha moat enlightened nation of our time, waa undermined by 
fascism, corrupted at home, its newspaper pres a apld out se¬ 
cretly to tbe reactionaries of tha French equivalent of our 
National Association of Manufacturers, and actually to Hit¬ 
ler's agents. Thera 4raa no indignatioo, no protest, tha majority 
in Franca waa apathetic. 

In 1940 whan In Faet aterted, and again now in 1960 there 
la not only apathy bat there is downright defeatism on tbs 
Left, the liberal, intellectual, democratic and anti-fascist 
inlnority In tha United States. The witch-hunt of 1960 ia a 
hundred times worse than that of tha 1920's, the days of the 
Palmer raids and the wholesale arrests of foreign-bom. Tha 
preaent situation la area worse than at the time of President 
Adame* Alien end Sedition Laws, and there ia no Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson today to fight them. 

There le no protest, no indignation. Or very little. People 
are frightened to death. The real American fascists, those 
disguised as patriots, those who fulfill the prediction of Huey 
Long that “acre we will have fascism In America, but it will 
come disguised as Americanism,” have made it almost Im¬ 
possible for anyone to apeak out in protest to tha march of 
fascism. Everyone who ia anti-fascist today ia branded a com* 
munist, and since the nation la at war with communism, the 
word “traitor” la also being used. For one communist who ia 
attacked by the reactionaries there are ten liberal victims. 

I have stated from the Ant that what Reaction in America 
is after is not the- 64.000 members of the Communist Party 
or even the 640,000 who according to FBI Chief Hoover are 
their fellow travellers. But the liberal, democratic, pro-labor, 
anti-fascist Left, which Is Ua times or mors the strength of 
the communists, bat which la not organised. 

Libeled As Communists 

It waa these millions of good Americana I wanted aa my 
subscribers. I expected to be libeled, smeared, redbaited, and 
this expectation wee fulfilled. At a time when President Roose¬ 
velt was vilified by 90% of the newspaper and popular maga¬ 
zine press, and even citilad a communist, and at a time when 
every decent thing Truman haa done—including hia present 
appeal for a health insurance law—is being smeared as 
“socialist*’—and tha word socialist ia also being emeared—I 
could not expect to escape the vast propaganda campaign of 
the professional liars. 

I stated at times that In Fact under my a'ditorship end I 
myself were not communistic or communists. In a Books On 
Trial radio hookup my opponent, Frank Waldrop of the 
Washington Timea-Herald, tried this libel and smear and I 
then stated publicly from coast to coast that I am not and 
never was a communist, a party member or otherwise, but 
this did not stop the campaign, although in New York the 
false use of the term "communist” is libelous. In 1948 when 
I interviewed Tito (after also interviewing the communist 
head of Hungary, Rakosi) and the next year when I published 
The People Don't Know, the fow communists who were sub¬ 
scribers to In Fact canceled their subscriptions. 

In Fact Has Mada Enemies 

I know well, as many of my readers must know, that In 
Fact haa mada mora anemias than any publication in America. 

Not only more enemies, but the most powerful forces in 
the country, because it ia the only publication in tbe United 
States which has narer hesitated to attack the greatest enemies 
of the people of the United States. It has not been a liberal¬ 
literary weekly, it haa been e weekly newspaper devoted al¬ 
most entirely to being “an antidote for the poison in tha daily 
newspapers" and In this job we have had to expose the most 
powerful un-American forces in our country, and thla we did, 
week after week. 

When we began publishing In Faet In 1940 few persona 
had heard of the National Association of Manufacturers. It 
is true that the LaFollatte-Thomaa Committee investigating 
the “violationa of free speech and the rights of labor" devoted 
a whole volume showing that the NAM was the association 
of the big money, that It had bribed Congressmen, that it 
had led a conspiracy against labor, that lte members used 
machinegune end gas te fight labor, that it waa ia short the 
real un-American element In American life. The newspapers 
of the 1930'a generally suppressed this great revelation. Tha 
members of the NAM are alao the majority of the men who 
spend 14,000,000,000 e year which keeps tha newspapers and 
magailnes of Amsrica olive. 

In Faet alone exposed the Special Standing Committee 
which la the general staff of raaction in our country. 

In Fact Expoeed Money Control 

In Fact alone exposed th# Big Eight Banks who control 
tha financial situation ta America. 

In Fact first exposed the Reader'a Digest aa a hoax on tha 
American- p»opU-end alao tho publisher of pro-Naxi and 
pro-fascist llama. 

In Fact alone exposed tha Boys! Family or Kingmakers 
of tho American Legion, the bankers, brokers and Wall Street 
lawyers srbo form a tittle clique which rune the Legion, the

The return to New York waa uneventful 
Oh yes, 1 was "detained" for a few 
minutes at tha Jots Marti airport by 
the secret police. I waa also "de¬ 
tained" at the airport at Santiago. 

My name la on a list. I have been to 
Cuba three times in eight months. 
They watch, with justification, Amer¬ 
icans who travel to and from Cuba 
often. 

In both instances I laughed. I was amused. 
There Is probably nothing so deva¬ 
stating as laughter to a secret police, 
man. I waa released with apologies 
after a few minutes. 


New York was cold. Snow waa on the 
ground and more to come. The wind 
was sharp and the air was mucky. 

The newspapers were still telling their 
lies about Fidel and about the Cuban 
Revolution. 

The State Department was still rattling 
Us sabers. The CIA was still financ¬ 
ing Batistianos and cutthroats and 
rapista and killers and thieves in a 
typical CIA attempt to spark an 
"invasion" of Cuba. 

Nothing had changed. 


But atl over Central and South America, 
the word is spreading. 

From grass huts to slum dwellings with 
no numbers. 

To good men who must listen while their 
infanta cry with hunger pains. To 
women who try to keep the dirt floor 
clean while the rain leaks through 
the thatched roof. To farmers with¬ 
out land and workers without work.

A storm will break. A hurricane. It will 
strike country after country. Whether 
it will leave communism or dsmo- 
cratlc socialism in Its wake may still 
be up to us ... may still be up to how 
quickly we are willing to accept the 
right of other people to choose their 
own leaden and govern themselves. 

While you read this, millions of people 
south of our borders an between two 
worlds: one that now appeen to be 
dying and the problematic one trying 
to take over. 

You and 1 are hardly likely to lov# the 
old one or embrace the new one. 

We cun be a friend to tha Cuban Revolu¬ 
tion or we can be its mortal enemy. 

Wc stand, wet-cheeked, trouble-swept, 
waiting for events to bring their day 
of reckoning. 

The United States policy toward the 
Cuban Revolution: ie it designed to 
win that frustrated man with the 
hungry infant? It's time to answer 
that question now, for time Is run¬ 
ning out. Vengeance never fed a 
hungry child. 

There waa an emperor once and he had a 
robe of gold sewn for him but It 
really wasn't a robe at all: be really 
wore nothing at all. 

The press and the politicians all praised 
the golden robe aa the Emperor 
passed their way.

most powerful lobby In Washington. We heve never attacked 
the Legion, the milllone of members who have been milled 
by thle clique lines the day it waa founded. No commercial 
newspaper we know derei to teU the truth about the Legion 
rulers. 

In Fact alone over a period of ten years devoted ail or a 
part of its 520 laauea of 5,000 words each to giving the news 
suppressed or distorted by the standard proas. (The 1% ex¬ 
ception, the honeat pres*, we credited and named: papers such 
as the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, St Louis Tlmea-Star, Christian 
Science Monitor, Louisville Courier-Journal, PM, the Compass, 
the amazing smalltown GatetU A Daily of York, Penna., 
Evjue'e Capital-Times of Madison, Wisconsin, and a few 
other*). We regret to report that only two or three of the 
good paper* gave In Pact a square deal and tha liberal week¬ 
lies, which ws credited in every volume, maintained almost 
a conspiracy of ellence about ua. An obit will probably be their 
first mention of In Fact 

On tba other hand In Fact waa attacked, libeled, lied 
about year after year by Hcant’s and Howard's chains of 
venal newspapers; and more than a thousand dailies, regard¬ 
ing us as an "enemy of the press," alio libeled ua. Ninety- 
eight percent of the papers we aeked to correct false state¬ 
ments refused to do so. 

Our facte were never denied. We were libeled because 
we could not be answered. As the great French writer Victor 
Marguerite said of Mussolini at the time he had hie socialist 
rival, Matteotti, murdered: "The fascists cannot argue, so 
they kill." The newspapers, and Reader's Digest, could not 
argue with the exposes, the documents and the facts we 
presented each week, so they tried to kill In Fact by libels 
and Ilea. 

In Fact was the first to expose Pulton Lewis, Jr., as a paid 
stooge of the NAM. The result was that Lewis lied about In 
Faet on a WOR hookup reaching 10,000,000 persona and when 
we wrote to Mutual and to the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission demanding a chance to reply, neither WOR nor the 
FCC answered us. 

Cancer and Tobacco News Suppressed 

Not all the exposes In In Fact dealt with fascism in Amer¬ 
ica. falsehood In the press or the anti-labor plots of big busi¬ 
ness, the NAM and the like. We found that tha American 
press, living on advertising, will to the extent of 75% to 90% 
suppress the sensational reports made at medical meetings of 
the effect of cigaret smoking as a cause for cancer; or of 
advertised medicines which harm millions. Incidentally, we 
found that the Federal Trade Commission issues certain press 
releases every day—known as stipulations, complaints, snd 
fraud order*—and we have a letter from tha Associated Press 


confirming our view that the AP does get them and docs send 
them to its 1600 or so clients, but that tha majority of the 
press suppresses them because they deal with well known 
products, cigar*ts, food, drugs, automobiles. You may not 
think this la Important, but It is something that may affect 
your health, and always your pocketbook, but the press sup¬ 
presses tbe news. The NY Times wrote In Psct it runs FTC 
when It has space, but that la about once a week, and tbe 
Times la one of the few paper* which ever mentions fraud 
ordar*. Yat moat of tha 1750 dallies, suppressing unfavorable 
news about advertiser*, maintains we have a free, meaning 
an honeat, press. 

Refused Financial Assistance 

We could go on with this story. All I want to say to my 
loyal readers is take any lieu# of In Fact and read it again. 
And then recall that In my May 22nd Issue, celebrating tha 
tenfh anniversary of In Fact, I warned you aa follows: 

"Wo therefore say to every reader: ask yourself if you 
are one of the many tbooaands who want to be informed. Ask 
yourself If you want In Fact to go on for another ten years 
doing the job it has done In the past. 

"If you say Yes, you want us to continue, you will have to 
act now. You will have to raise our subscription list again to 
100,000. 

"Your anemJea, tha reactionaries, are in power in the 
press. In politics, everywhere. Tbe rotcec against reaction are 
fear and small. You must decids now that you want this pub¬ 
lication to continua In this fight against reaction.” 

I concluded with the words: ‘'You must do something. 
Now." A few did, the majority did not. It was the apathy of 
the liberal Left which caused In Fact to auapend publication 
at this vital moment. 

Other Independent publications are subsidised by rich 
. liberals, or by a group or association of friends. Persons and 
groups have offered to help In Fact financially. This I refused. 
1 believed that It waa possible to publish without advertising 
and without financial assistance, relying entirely on voluntary 
aid in subscription getting by loyal and enthusiastic reader*, 
but It seems I was mistaken. 

Wo Fought A Good Fight 

To those who have worked for In Fact I am more than 
grateful. I have always felt that we were together In this 
fight against reactibn, and I was not helping you nor were 
you helping me, but you and 1 were together In thie desperate 
battle against the real enemies of America. 

The fight will go on. We hope this period of suspension 
will be a short one. I do not feel defeated and I am sure that 
you too will never give up in this conflict with your real ene¬ 
mies, the enemJea of all the American people, including the 
apathetic majority. Thank you, faithful readers. Heii—and 
for the time being—Farewell.

Re Bureau routing slip 3/28/61, advising that an 
article by the American Legion concerning the HCUA film "Operation 
Abolition 1 ' appeared in "THE INDEPENDENT". The date of the 
issue in which this article reportedly appeared wa3 not known 
although the Bureau advised that it was believed to be within 
the past several months. 

On March 31, 1961, the issues of "THE INDEPENDENT" 
for January, February and March, 1961, were reviewed at the 
New York Public Library, New York City, and the January 1961 
issue, page 8, under the title "San Francisco" contained 
mention of the student demonstration against the HCUA. The 
November and December, i960, issues were obtained at 
"THE INDEPENDENT" office, 225 Lafayette Street, New York, N. Y., 
discreetly on 3/31/61, and perusal of these i960 issues 
reflected no mention of "Operation Abolition." 


On March 31, 1961, an unknown receptionist at 
"THE INDEPENDENT" office advised that the only recent issue of 
the newspaper, "THE INDEPENDENT," which contained an article 
concerning the student demonstration was the January 1961 1 

issue under the title "San Francisoo." This copy was secured 
at "The Independent" office and is being submitted to the J 

Bureau. 

On March 31» 1961, inquiry at the New York Public / 

Library indicated that "THE INDEPENDENT" newspaper issues from 1 
June i960 to December i960, were then in binding and would not *" 
be available for perusal until April 15, 1961. It is noted 
that "THE INDEPENDENT" is a monthly newspaper. / 

UACB no further efforts will be made to locate this 

article.
